LEGISLATORS

Outrageous Bills Passed. 


1—Trespass on private property This 
Is a law under which arbitrary em- 
ployers, corporations, etc , can nab, 
fine and imprison employes who in time 
of strike or other trouble leave their 
•swn door step to get a breath of fresh

bill, 
containing 
tome outrageous provisions against the 
liberty guaranteed by the constitution. 
3—Puhl bill, to protect the speak- 
easies vice dens, white slave dealers, 
gambling hells, etc. 
4—Ehrhardt (three of them) bills, 
having precisely the same object as the 
Puhl bills, but on different lines. 
5—Quay monument. 
6—Philadelphia ripper, cause of the 
state's political upheaval. 
7—Passenger 
railway 
franchise, 
"steals," supplemental to those of 1901. 
g—Public grounds and 
buildings 
"grab," trebling the number of offices 
and employes under the board which 
has surreptitiously abstracted ?9,000,000 
for "furnishings" for the new capitol. 


Even in the late extra session the 


"reform" bills were largely perverted 
so that they must be amended by an 
honest legislature. 
One of the extra 


session laws, the state treasury meas- 
ure, is so framed as to tie State Treas- 
urer Berry's hands in important par- 
ticulars. 


Let the miners and laboring people 


generally consider the sufferings im- 
posed "upon them by the "gang" legis- 
lature through only one of their many 
vicious measures—the trespass bill— 
•which became a law. 
In fact, onJy 


the 
vice-den bills and the public 


grounds and buildings "grab," out of 
the list ^specified, failed to get on the 
statute books. 
The "trespass" law, 


under a penalty which can reach ?lfl 
fine and ten days in jail, with costs 
of prosecution, provides: 


"That from and after the passage oi 
this act it shall be unlawful for any 
person willfully to enter upon any land 
within the limits of this commonwealth 
where the owner or owners of said land 
has caused to be prominently p'osted 
upon said land printed notices that thG 
said land is private property and warn- 
ing all persons from trespassing there- 
on under the penalties provided in this 
act." 


This is the trap laid by monopolies 


and corporations, particularly the coal 
operators, to practically paralyze the 
employes who may clash with the em- 
ployers over the pay system or other 
differences. Such an employe may 
only intend to step out for a little 
quiet smoke, or to sun himself, sitting 
on a log, and neither harming nor 
intending to harm anybody. But the 
property owner, revengefully desirous 
of punishing strikers or trouble-mak- 
ers, c-an clap that poor fellow into jail 
and fine him to boot. 


Will the people who want to see 


great, good things come out of the 
approaching legislative session, vote 
for the candidates for the same old 
bosses who stand indicted in the fore- 
going list of outrages perpetrated by 
them against the commonwealth?

REYNOLDS AND BAILEY 


Indications are growing stronger

STATE ROAD-BUILDING 


Bedford County Should Make More 


Applications. 


Bedford county has joined the on- 


ward movement in the interest of 
good roads, the first application for 
state aid being filed with the State 
Highway Department on February 
,14, 
1906, under the Sproul Good 


Roads law, approved May 1, 1905. 
/Vs this was the first petition from 
this county steps were immediately 
taken by the department to have the 
road constructed as early as possibl0 
A survey was made by C. W. Bosler, 
state engineef, of the following: — 


Six thousand two hundred and 


sixty-six lineal teet of road, 16 feet 
wide, in Bedford township, extend- 
ing from the borough line of Bed- 
ford to the steel bridge over Shover's 
run, near the Bedford Springs hotel. 


Plans, specifications and estimate 
were prepared and on September 11, 
1906, the Commissioners of Bedford 
county and the Supervisors of Bed- 
ford township were notified by the 
department of the probable cost of 
the road. 
On September 15, 1906, 
the Commissioners and Supervisors 
authorized the Highway Department 
to proceed with the work and the 
specifications 
were 
immediately 


placed in the hands of the printer. 
As soon as they are received, bids 
will be asked 
and the contract 


awarded. 


The amount of money available for 


road-building purposes in this county 
on June 1, 190f5, was $38.952.42. 
The amount available June 1, 1907, 
is about $23,406.53 and on June 1, 
190S, an additional amount of $23,- 
496.53, making a total of $85,945.48 
available for use until June 1, 1909. 


Unless the various townships in 


this county file enough applications 
with the Highway Department to 
cover the $38,952.42 by the 1st of 
June, 1907, almost the entire sum 
will revert back to the general fund 
and bo re-distributed among the 
counties whoso applications exceed 
their apportionment.

The result ofvthis steal—the death- 


knell of all competition—is daily 
felt by the users of our street-cars, 
who are compelled to put up with ac- 
commodations that would hardly be 
tolerated In Turkey or China. Our 
car-service 
is indescribably poor; 
the cars, during rush-houia are pack- 
ed to suffocation; IM ny of., them are 
the old "bob-tail" kind, that would 
be hooted out of ev=n an unpreten- 
tious village. 
The jerking and jolt- 


ing when the cars, stop and start is 
exasperating to a degree; many of 
the summer-cars are of a pattern 
long discarded in other cities. They 
are simply intolerabls in rainy weath- 
er, as the rain beats in on all sides 
in spite of 
the 
antiquated "pull- 
down" duck curtains. 
It is a com- 


mon thing to have nearly all passen- 
gers stand up, because no provision 
is made to wipe off the wet seats. . It 
is useless to enlarge upon this sub- 
ject; the millions of riders know it 
too well.

If honest business principles had 
prevailed; if the actual paid capita] 
had not been watered to an extent 
that surpasses belief; if dividends de- 
pended upon the real capital invested 
and not upon the scores of1 millions 
of dollars 
piled 
up by voracious 


manipulators and financiers; if a cor- 
rupt Legislature, a discredited Gov- 
ernor and an unspeakable Mayor had 
not stifled all competition, we might 
some day hope for decent service. 


The • citizens of Philadelphia are 
here presented with" indisputable 
facts and figures. Let them com- 
pute the aggregate amounts they 
yearly lose by keeping in power Re- 
publican grafters and Organization 
looters; let them, consider how much 
they would gain if ttiey installed in 
to public pace and authority defend 
ers of American ideals and hones 
business administration of public af 
fairs! 
And how much all of us woulc 
gain in a resurrected, proud and 
righteous "citizenship! 
The 
Ashbridge 
administration 


came to a close in April, 1903; a 
sigh of relief was heard all around 
when John Weaver entered upon th 
duties of his responsible position 
and no man ever assumed the omc< 
of Mayor of Philadelphia under more 
promising circumstances. 
He had 


the confidence of a large majoritj 
ot his fellow-citizens. At the same 
time the appointment, at the "sug 
gestion" of the Organization, of Cos 
tello and Smyth as the two leadin 
members of his cabinet did not strike 
a responsive chord on the part of hi 
unselfish • friends, but they arguec 
that a "real" Mayor would not per 
mit himself to lose control and direc 
tion of any of his subordinates. 
While there was no repetition o 


the scandals of the former adminis 
tration, so far as the Mayor was per 
sonally concerned, it soon becam 
noticeable that a will stronger thai 
his own appeared to control his ac 
tions whenever he showed signs o 
self-assertion, and made him Slav 
instead of master of the situation. 


He had committed the indiscretion 


of publicly calling Durham "our peer 
less leader," and the latter soon mad 
it apparent that, while he lelt full 
entitled to that flattering appellation 
he also considered himself the "all 
powerful master" of the Mayor. 


While Weaver was Mayor de jure, 


Durham usurped the position of 
Mayor de facto. 


How this analogous position will 


develop in the near 
future, and 
whether the Mayor will have the 
courage to disenthrall himself from 
the vise in which Durham is holding 
him is of special interest at this mo- 
ment. 
The Organization, more rapacious 
than 
ever, 
is running short of 


"squeezable" material. 
Everything 


within reach has been appropriated 
or pledged and the hungry maw ib 
open and eager for more. Increased 
"direct" taxation would be danger- 
ous; 
therefore it is resorting to less 


open but far more costly "indirect" 
taxation in the most approved Or- 
ganization fashion. 


The Philadelphia Gas-Works were, 
in 1S97, leased to the United Gas Im- 
provement Company on terms that 
seemed advantageous to a large num- 
ber of disinterested citizens, while a 
perhaps equal number strenuously 
opposed the lease. 
The gas-works, 
under political control, had deterio- 
rated; the gas was poor and of high 
price, while the management in all 
its branches and outlets was a hotbed 
of corruption, especially at election 
time. 
A direct annual money loss 


of perhaps half a million dollars was 
another argument in favor of the 
lease. 


Tke lease was made for a period 


of thirty years, the city to have the 
privilege of terminating it after ten 
years by paying the lessee for all im- 
provements and enlargements, plus 
six per cent, interest. In return the 
company wat to furnish free gaa to 


he amount of 700,000^*00 cubic feet 
or city purposes annually, and to 
ay the city of Philadelphia on the 
rice of one dollar charged to all 
onsumers ten cents per 1,000 cubic 
eet until December 31," 1907; flf- 
een cents-until December 31, 1912; 
wenty cents until December 31, 
917, a:\d twenty-five cents until De- 
ember 31, 1927. 
In its prospectus the U. G. I.' gave 
s a "reasonable estimate" of the 
mount to be paid to the city: 
'For the year 1903, $450,000, bu~ 
t act.n'lly paid $636,859. 
For th? year 1904, $470,000, but it 


ctuallv paid, $650,683. 


Or a total of $920,000, estimat- 


d a.'l a total oi $1,297,542 paid. 
In other words, the city received 


.urmg thesa two years $368,000, or 
Iniost exactly forty- per cent, more 
ban the original estimate of the 
U. G. I. It is reasonable to suppose 
hat this increase will not only 
maintain but it may steadily grow 
uring the remaineder of the lease, 


—until 1927. 


According to the U. G. I.'s origi- 
nal estimate, the-city would receive 
or the years 1905-1927, a total of 
$33,855,000. 
If we add to this 
amount the same ratio of increase as 
hat for 1904 and 1905 (forty per 
ent.), we have as the prospective 
ncome from the lease of the gas- 
vorks from 1905 to 1927 the sum of 
S47,397,000. 
Besides this, at the 
ermination of the lease in 1927, all 
expenditures incurred by the U. G. I. 
of extensions and improvements, es- 
imated to aggregate $25,600,000, 
would revert to the city and give 
Philadelphia, free of cost, a modern 
up-to-date gas-manufacturing 
plant, 


manufacture its own gas. 
It 


would thus be benefited not only to 
he tune of the constantly increasing 
annual payments theretofore 
made 


by the U. G. I., but also by the past 
profits annually gathered by that 
company. 
The gas-works, if managed on 
strictly business principles like the 
Pennsylvania railroad or the Baldwin 
jocomotive works, and not as a "po- 
itical caldron!' for the benefit of the 
Organization, would yield to the city 
after 1927: 
(a) Under a lease continued from 


1927 
until 1980, or a period of fifty- 
;hree years, at not more than $2,- 
325,000 per annum (the sum stated 
n the original U. G. I. prospectus as 
a "reasonable estimate" for the last 
year of the present lease), a total 
sum of $123,225,000. - 
(b) If we accept the reasonable in- 


crease of forty percent.' (over the U. 
G. I. estimate) during 1903 and 1904 
as a criterion, the city would, under 
a prolongation of the lease until 
1980, receive the sum of $172,515,- 
000.In making these calculations it 
must not be overlooked that they are 
based upon Philadelphia's population 
and consumption of gas in 1927. The 
city has grown as follows:

1890—1,046,964, an increase of

199,794, or nearly twenty-four per 
cent. 
1900—1,293,697, an increase of 


246,733, again nearly twenty-four 
per cent. 
To be moderate, however, let us 
base- our-figures upon an increase of 
only twenty per cent, for each decade; 
this would give us in 1980 a popula- 
tion of 5,589,759. But to be entire- 
ly" on the safe side, let us estimate 
the increase at only 250,000 (same 
as 1890-1900) for each census per- 
iod, 
we would then in 1980 have a 


population of 3,500,000. 
It is rational to suppose that a 


city of 3,500,000 people will use 
seventy-five per cent, more gas Uian 
one of only 2,000,000; so let us fig- 
ure the future consumption on an 
increase in population of only 250,- 
000 per decade and we will have to 
add an average of 37% per cent, to 
the above estimates, with the result, 
that if the lease is continued to the 
U. G. I., even on the low basis of re- 
ceipts for 1927, the city would re- 
ceive:

If the city assumes ownership in 


1927 and works the gas-plant for the 
benefit ot the public, it will earn, not 
only the large sums cited above, but 
in addition the vast net profits now 
accruing to the U. G. I. These pro- 
fits, at present distributed among the 
few shareholders of the U. G. I., 
would be made to benefit every share- 
holder in the great corporation called 
the "City of Philadelphia." 
In even ^greater proportion would 


we be benefited if the lease should be 
abrogated in 1907, and the gas-works 
turned over to an awakened munici- 
pality that would put the brand of 
everlasting infamy upon the combi- 
nation ot looters so long tolerated in 
our midst. 


And what does the rapacious, in- 


tamous and audacious Organization 
propose to do? 


It had introduced into Councils an 


ordinance to prolong the lease to the 
United Gas Improvement Company 
until the year 1980, for a lump of 
$25,000,000, to be paid within two 
years! 
In other words, by paying 


this sum the company would bo re- 
leased from the payment of nearly 
$48,000,000 in yearly instalments by 


1927, 
besides forfeiting to the city 


$25,000,000 expended for improve- 
ments, while the gasworks would be 
its absolute prope-ty for seventy-five 
years to exploit at its pleasure and 
at the cost and to the incalculable 
loss of three generations of our citi- 
aens. 
Fortunately the arrogance and per- 


fidy of the Organization seems to 
have reached the limit which even 
some of its friends and quondam sup- 
porters are willing to endure. 


Mayor Weaver, of whose abscnca 


from the city the bandits tried to 


take .advantage, hurriedly returned 
when 
he 
heard 
of, the 
pro- 
posed steal and emphatically declar- 
ed against the bill introduced into 
Councils by the Organization. 
Durham and consorts, with the ar- 
rogance born of unbroken success in 
their predatory operations upon a 
torpid and helpless community, de- 
clared that they controlled an im- 
pregnable majority of "city fathers" 
and defied the Mayor's veto, no mat- 
ter how strong and unanswerable. 
They insolently proclaimed that a 
veto-message from'the Mayor would 
have no more effect upon Councils 
than the protest-of the Italian pea- 
nut-vender on the street corner. 
It is .an open secret that needy, 
seedy, weedy and greedy councilmen 
are in the regular( pay of the Organi- 
zation; sums of-three hundred dollars 
and upwards were allotted to this 
kind after the February election, and 
during "good behavior" allotments 
are repeated from time to time, while 
enterprises such as big contracts, the 
steal of the public highways and the 
proposed theft of the gas-works, car- 
ry in their wake a carnival of graft 
that makes some of the participants 
independent until the next chance 
for pillage cosies along. 
The 
monstrous 
proposition 
to 


mortgage three generations for the 
benefit of a few brigands stirred the 
whole community to actinon, and to 
their honor several councilmen-—- 
though, few in number so far—have 
openly and emphatically 
declared 
against the least. 
A town-meeting 


was called and addressed by men who 
stand for what is best in the commun- 
ity (though they sometimes slumber 
when they should be awake) , strong 
resolutions were adopted and the ap- 
pointment of a committee was au- 
thorized to combat the steal. 


An amazing disclosure was made 
at the meeting by the reading of ai 
affidavit in which Robert Dornan, a 
well-known and -universally respect- 
ed citizen, charged that Thomas 
Dolan, president of the United Gas 
Improvement company, had securec 
the original lease through the cor- 
rupt use of moTipy. 
Mr. Dolan, de- 


nies the charge and an expectant 
community is waiting for further de- 
velopments. 
The most effective and telling as- 


sault upon the marauders was made 
by the North American in an offer to 
subscribe $5,000,000 cash to a syndi- 
cate that would take over the present 
lease, pay the city $25,000,000 with- 
in two years, reimburse itself by an 
assignment of the amounts payable 
by the United Gas Improvement Com- 
pany to the city until 1927 and, at 
that time, deliver to the city an en- 
tire, modern and up-to-date gas- 
plant, free and unincumbered! 


The timely offer of the North 


American resulted in the postpone- 
ment of action by Councils, and in 
perfunctory 
resolution 
asking 
for

New York, October 9.—Never m 


the history of our state, or 1 might 
say the United States, has there been 
sach a singular and puzzling compli- 
cation in our politics, as that which 
exists at the present moment; every- 
one who reads the newspapers can 
recollect the storm of indignation 
that burst upon the state from thous- 
ands of old dyed-in-the-wool Demo- 
crats when it was announced that 
Charles F. Murphy had compelled the 
Tammany Hall nominating commit- 
tee to place the name of William R.

Mr 
Hearst immediately replied, "I am 
not in favor of him, I don't care 
whether Mr. Murphy is in favor of 
me or not, I am not in favor of Mr. 
Murphy." This announcement called 
forth a storm of applause that shook 
the building; men and women jump- 
ed up and down and yelled, and it 
was some minutes before order was 
restored. 
Just after the return of 


the committee from Buffalo, Chair- 
man Commons took rooms for the 
Democratic campaign headquarters; 
Mr. Hearst was notified that the ex- 
ecutive 
campaign 
committee 
was 


ready to receive his bank. Then, for 
the first time, the committee learned 
that Mr. Hearst proposed to run his 
own campaign and handle his own 
cash. 
This announcement, coming 


from the head of the ticket, places 
the executive committee in a very 
embarrassing position; the patriots 
who work for candidates on' election 
day seldom do it for love alone. ~
